THE OUTLOOK: IN 
SPAIN. 


It is now clear that the clec- 
tions in Spain have, in the main, 
nssured a majority in-the Cortes 
for the Republienn-Socialist  ‘re- 
gime brought into provisional be- 
ing as a consequence of the recent 
revolution, As was to be expect- 
ed, however, the Catalonian  pro- 
Dlem has again obtruded.. One of 
‘the reasons of the failure of Al- 
fonso's reign was the steady re- 
fusal of the King and his advisers 
to settle what used to be known 
ax Spain’s “Irish problem.”: When 
the revolution became fait 
accompli, the Government found 
that the Catalonians’ would need 
to be very carefully handled if 
real trouble was to be avoided.

Classics for Cabinets. 


One of Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald's first discoveries on  as- 
suming the, Premiership wae that 
Britain did not provide her lead- 
ing Ministers with an adequate 
supply of books. The official re. 
aidence contains sufficient litera: 
ture, it is true, to enable each 
succeeding Prime Minister to dis- 
cover what Mr. Gladstone really 
did say In 1884, but complete re- 
ports of Parliamentary debates, a 
Statesman’s Year Book, a much- 
thumbed dictionary and a few 
technical volumes can hardly be 
described as sufficient for the in- 
tellectual nourishment of Cabinet 
Ministers or the ordinary require- 
‘ments of their ‘secretaries. Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald was far too 
busy in the carly days of his 
Ministry to give this matter his 
‘attention, but recently he invited 
past and present Parliamen- 
tarians to contribute books to a 
library which. is to bé housed in 
the Cabinet Room. Mr. Mac- 
Donald has always been a great 
believer in adult cduecntion, andj 
there {a no reason why facilities 
to continue, or, in  necessitous 
cases, to begin, a course of litern- 
ture should not .be extended to 
Cabinet ministers, As. suitable 
gifts to the Hbrary he hus special- 
ly commended works of 
cand. economics, the  Jives and 
apeechos of statesmen, and the 
English. classics in ‘prose “and 
verse. :It has-been tactfully. add- 
red that members of. the -Cabinet 
should be asked to predent their 
own books if they. have written 
any, or, if they have not, books 
which they think’ the Cabinet 
ought to read. Tho latter opens 
a vory wide field “of preference, 
and . even prejudice. “Book,” 
sald Cowper, “are not ‘seldom 
taliamana and spells;” and ft ts 
obvious that the talismans and 
apolla which a Labour Minister 
may wish to ‘use are. preciacly 
those which might prove on om- 
barassing inheritance to his Con- 
gervative successor In’ office. Risks

DEATH OF A A VETERAN 
» IRONMASTER, 


London, June 29. 

Death to- -day frustrated the Hfo 
ambition of Sir Hugh Boll, who 
once sald he ‘Wanted to live to bo 
nincty because he had promised to 
go to Australia to opon the Sydney 
bridge, (bullt by Mesers, Dorman 
Long)... - 

Sir Hugh Bell, Bart., sronmaster, 
collicry-owner and. Free Trador, 
Was born-at Walker-on Tyne in 
1844, After his education - at 
Merchiaton Castle School, Edin- 
burgh, and in Paris and Gottingen, 
he gradually developed into one of 
the biggest Indystrialsts and best 
known fronmastera in the. British 
Isles. To him and his family the 
North-Enat of England owes Ita 
development nas a mining centre, 
He held many directorships, being 
on the boards of Brunner, Mond & 
Co., Dorman Long & Co., the L. & 
N. E. Railway, Horder Colllerics, 
Ltd., Pearson and Dorman Long, 
A and the Yorkshiro Insuranca 
40, 

He succeeded his father in the 
baronetey in 1904. In 1896 he 
was made Sheriff of Durham and 
from: 1906 onwards was Il. M. 
Lieutenant for the North Riding 
of Yorkshire. His services to the 
North of England were recognised 
by the conferment on him of the 
hon. degrees of D.C. of Durham 
and LL.D. of Leeds, 

Although he contested the 
Middlesbrough sent as a Unionist 
in 1892 it was in the Liberal in- 
terest that he again beeame a 
candidate for Parlinment at the 
City of London election of 1910, 
and an ardent Liberal he remained 
over after, He avas in fact a great 
power fn the Liberal party and 
devoted his energies to the cause 
of, Free Trade. “No industry 
which calls for help," he onee 
remarked, “is worth helping.” So 
Vigorous was he still in 1928 at 
the age of 84 that he was fixing: 
up engagements for 1982, 

Lady Bell, whom he married In 
1876, is a distinguished author and 
a Dame of the British Empire. 
Among her many works are “The 
Story of Ursula,” “Chamber 
Comedies,” “Conversational Open- 
Ings," “At 'the Works; a Study of 
un Industrial Town,” several plays 
which have been produced in Lon- 
don and others, for children, some 
of which ahe wrote in French. 

Sir Hugh’s daughter, Gertrude 
Bell, C.B.E., had a remarknble 
career, She took up the study of 
Oriental life, inctuding languages, 
and in 1915 in war conditions ac- 
cepted an appointment In the 
Military Intelligence Department 
at Cairo, Later ‘she was trans-

SUICIDE.

ANOTHER HAIPHONG 
‘SENSATION. 


_ For the second time within a 
fortnight, suicide has followed on 
financial embarrassment involving 
members-:.of the Compradoro’s 
Départment of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation at 
Haiphong. . ; 

The other day it wos roported 
that Hong Hing-fo, the “compra- 
dore, committed aulcide by slash- 
ing his throat with a_razor when 
an Inapector of the ‘Surete cnlidd 
at his residence with a warrant 
for hia arrest on a charge of, 
alleged misappropriation of sixty 
thousand plastres. oe 

On. Monday. tast, another 
Chinese employee of the Bank, 
named Chu Tao-yu, similarly cut 
hia thont on returning to his 
home at No, 22, Rue do Strass- 
bourg, and died ‘within a few 
minutes. 

The cause of this second auicide, 
it is alleged, was financial em- 
barrasament in which Chu found 
himself in connexion with the 
alleged misappropriation of 
monies which. had led to the com- 
pradore taking his life.

HEARING ‘OF CASE 
NEXT WEEK. 


_ Attempted murder is one of 
three new - charges: 
Against the ' alloged assailant 
of Dr. Fred Kew, | who 
was the victim of’ a 
sensational attack in Ice House 
Streat recently. — 

The accused ‘again oppeared 
‘before Mr. Williams, at the 
Central Magistracy this morning, 
when Mr. Leo d'Almada, senr., 
appearing on behalf of Dr. Kew, 
brought fresh chatges againat the 
street coolle who.was arrested at 
the time of the attack. 

The mah now faces four 
separate charges, ranging from 
the original Indictment of com- 
mon assault to that of attempted 
murder, : 

In producing the new charges 
Mr, d’Almado asked that tho new 


_|counts be read to the defendant, 


after which his Worship could fix 
a date for the henring of the case. 

_The major charge againat the 
defendant ig that of assault with 
intent to murder Dr, Kew, while 
the other three are alternatives to 
the first. . 

The second accuses the defen- 
dant of assault with intent to 
maim, ‘disfigitre or cause other 
grievous bodily. harm. 

On the third charge, the defen- 
dant is alleged to have assaulted 


Dr, Kew, occasioning him grievous |" 


bodily harm. 

The fourth charge is the ori- 
ginal, count of common assault. 

The charges having been read 
to the defendant, who was not 
asked to enter any plea, Mr. 
dAlmuda asked for the hearing to 
be fixed for Monday afternoon 
next at 2.15, p.m. :
